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LANDLORD AND TENANT 


A lease is a contract between 

the landlord and his tenant to 
occupy real’ property in return 
for rent. If the lease is for 
longer than one year, it must be 
in writing to be legally enforce- 
able. 
_ Leases, like all other impor- 
tant contracts, should be in writ- 
ing even if for a shorter time. 
Terms of any oral contract are 
harder to prove in a dispute. 


Upon leasing a residence the 
landlordmay ask a tenant to 
sign a lease which he prepares. 
As a rule, such leases provide 
in detail for the payment of the 
rent, the tenant’s duty to keep 
the premises in repair, the land- 
lord’s right to inspect during the 
tenancy, and his rights if the rent 
is not paid when due, Such a 


lease should not be signed. until | 
you read it carefully and under- — 


stand it. is 

If the landlord and tenant say 
nothing about it, the lease term 
is for the same period as that 
for payment of the rent. If rent 
is paid by the week, the term is 
for a week. If paid by the month, 
the term is for one month. This 
becomes important if the land- 
lord or tenant wants to end the 
lease. To do so, written notice 
must be given for the time re- 
quired by law.

A. Yes. A written 30 days notice 
is required.

I have signed a lease which 
has two years to run. Can I 
be held responsible for the 
rent if I move out? 

A. Yes. The landlord does not 
have to rent to another ten- 
ant. But if he does, you are 
still liable for the difference 
between the lease rental and 
the rent the landlord collects. 

Q. Must I sign the lease the land- 
lord presents to me? 

A. No. But if you wish to become 
a tenant of that particular 
landlord that is a matter of 
agreement between you, It is 
quite proper to bargain over 
the particular provisions of a 
lease. Often, the landlord will 
cut out or change parts of the 
lease to which the tenant ob- 
jects. |

An underdog Lobo football team 
battled the powerful Vallejo Red- 
skins to a 6-6 tie at Vallejo last 
Saturday night before an amazed 


audience which felt sure their

MPC's only score came in the 
opening minutes of the first quar- 
ter when Len Beatie, the Lobo's 
ace halfback, took a handoff from
